CANOVAS. EXPLAINS: MATTERS 


Dissident Conservatives Are Taking a 
Lively Part 


TETUAN'S DOWNFALL 1S DEMANDED 


Premier Says That the Duke Is Needed 
Every Moment to Write Diplo- 
matic Letters—Situation Is 
Still by No Means 
Settled. 


Madrid, May 2.—In the senate today in 
reply to a conservative senator who asked 
why the liberals were absent, Senor Cano- 
vas del Castillo, the premier, said: 

“In the opinion of the. government the 
matter which the liberals plead as an ex- 
cuse for their absence from the senate is 
an incident of purely personal character 
which has already been arranged. 

“The government respects the opinion of 
the liberal minority, but rejects their theo- 
ry of the incident and their demands for 
the resignation of the minister for foreign 
affairs as contrary to the constitution of 
parllament. 

“Under the present circumstances the 
responsibility belongs to all parties. It is 
impossible to face the negotiations now on 
foot without serious detriment, if we 
change the foreign minister.” 

The marquis of Perales, on behalf of 
the dissident conservatives, declared that 
under the circumstances they felt compelled 
to absent themselves until the liberals had 
received Satisfaction. In the chamber of 
deputies tHe premier repeated the state- 
ment-he had made in the senate; adding ~ 
that he regretted the absence of the 
liberals because it prevented Senor Gaxasta 
from dtfending himself against certain ac- 
cusations arising out of an’ erroneous in- 
terpretation of one’ of his spéeches. Senor 
Cenovas referred to the bad impression 
which had: been produced in this way at 
Washington, where, he said, it seemed to be 
supposed that the sale of Cuba was a pos- 
sible thing. ‘“‘Spain,’’ said Senor Canovas, 
“is not a nation of merchants, capable of 
selling its honor.’ 

Tetuan Accused of Grave Error. 

Senor Francisco Silvela, leader of. the 
dissident conservatives in the chamber 
who quarreled with Senor Canovas in 1891 
over the expediency of reforming the mu- 
nicipal abuses in Madrid, accused the duke 
of Tetuan of a grave error, which could 
not be righted by a few eloquent words. 
He said the foreign minister ought to ex- 
patiate ‘his offense by resigning. 

In the course of his speech he described 
the action of the United States senate in 
recognizing the belligerency of the Cuban 
insurgents as a “great iniquity” and char- 
acterized the diplomatic conduct of the 
government as altogether blameworthy, 
adding an expression of his doubt as to the 
intelligence of Senor Canovas in retaining 
the duke of Tetuan under the circum- 
stances.

refuse, as he wants possession of the cash 
himself.

anniversary of Tennessee’s admission into 
the union. The invitation, which is ele 
gantly bound, is an engraved representation 
of the restored Parthenon which forms the 
center of the group of buildings at the ex- 
position. 


HIS ASHES THROWN INTO RIVER 


Rosin Floats on Mississippi. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 24.—The ashes of Ru- 
dolph Rosin gere cast into the Mississippi 
last evening from near the center of the 
Eads bridge. Rosin had spent most of his 
life in the, vicinity of Cincinnati. About a 
year ago he visited his birthplace in north- 
ern Germany and while there was taken 
sick and died. F 

During his illness he prepared a will 
in which he provided that his body should 
be cremated and his ashes returned to his 
Cincinnati relatives and kept by them un- 
til May 23, 1897, the anniversary of his 
birth, and then thrown from the Eads 
bridge into the Mississippi river. 

Last evening a well-dressed man walked 
on the bridge from St. Louis. .He carried 
a small black box by a handle. When near 
the center he stopped, opened the box and 
emptied what appeared to be a few hand- 
fuls of ashes into the river below. With- 
out priest or prayer all that remained mor- 
tal of Rudolph Rosin was thus cast into 
the great river.

ROMEYN SAVED 


BY BRAVE RECORD 


‘Reprimand Is the Punishment He 


ls To Receive, 


PRESIDENT ENDS THE CASE 


Officlal Order in the Case Promulgated 
Yesterday Morning. 


ROMEYN § RELEASED FROM ARREST 


He Is Displeased with the Verdict, 
but Takes It Philosophically. 
Will Be Retired Next Mon- 
day and Will Leave for 
Nashville. 


Captain Henry Romeyn, prisoner of the 
war department, left the army reservation 
at Fort McPherson late yesterday after- 
noon for the first time in five weeks. 

A yellow slip of paper from the telegraph 
office brought him his release. It told the 
story of his fate at the hands of President 
McKinley. It said that the verdict of dis- 
missal which the courtmartial had reached 
in the case had been, upon recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the court. softened 
to a reprimand. So it was a reprimand, 
not a dismissal, for the gray-moustached 
soldier. 

The old war horse waited impatiently 
during yesterday for news of his fate. 
It came shortly after noon in a message 
from his wife, who 4s in | Washington. A 
little later he wag passing up the walk in 
front of the offigers’ quarters when Major 
Porter called to him. The major told him 
that he had just received an order from 
Washington paiogeting Romeyn’s release 
| from arrest. 

Captain Romeyn was not a Tittle relieved 


from the strain whtehjhe hes. been sub. 


} jected to for more thdn a nionth. He was 
- put under atrest the day the courtmartial 
started. He was not allowed in that time 
to leave the confines of the army reserva- 
tion at the post; was not allowed to wear 
his sword or to go on duty. When the 
order for his release came he donned his 
citizen’s suit and came up town. 
Adjutant Chatfield called to say to Cap- 
tain Romeyn for Major Porter that he 


had been released. 

“But the major says that as you are to 
be retired in just a week you will probably 
not care to go back on duty just for thet 
short time.’’ 

‘Tell the major I will be on duty to- 
morrow.’ said Romeyn sternly. “I pro- 
pose to die officially with my boots on.” 


Neither Side Pleased. 

Captain Romeyn was not pleased with 
the verdict. Neither was Lieutenant O’Bri- 
en, who preferred the charges against him. 
Lieutenant O’Brien thought that Captain 
Romeyn should have been ignominiously 
dismissed from the army for speaking 
illy of his wife and he did not feel that 
the offender should have been allowed to 
go with what he regards as such slight 
punishment. 

The announcement of the verdict created 
no surprise at the fort. More than ten 
days ago the facts were definitely an- 
nounced by The Constitution and the of- 
ficial announcement from Washington 
merely verifies what this paper has all 
along said about the verdict. So the for- 
mali rendering of the verdict yesterday 
brought no news to the post, and conse- 
quently failed to create the sensation that 
it would otherwise have done. 

Captain Romeyn was alone at his home 
when the news came. His daughter, Miss 
Nina, is in Nashville. Mrs. Romeyn was 
in Washington. 


Romeyn Is Silent. 

Next Monday Captain Romeyn will be 
retired from the army. He will leave next 
Thursday for Nashville; Mrs. Romeyn will 
go north on a visit and will return to 
Nashville in July next. She will not re- 
turn to Atlanta. After the close of the 
Nashville exposition Captain Romeyn will 
make his home in Washington, 

Captain Romeyn did not care to talk for 
publication yesterday. He said it would 
be unbecoming in him to criticise the ver- 
dict of the court or to say anything now 
for publication. But the testy warrior was 
not altogether at his ease and was not 
pleased with the final rendering of the 
case. He evidently still feels very deeply 
toward his accusers and those who have 
been instrumental in bringing about the 
present state of the case. 

“Will the charges that were presented 
against Lieutenants O’Brien and Bamford 
be pushed?” he was asked. 

“{ do not care to say as to that.” he re- 
plied. His tone was such as to indicate 
that he is not nearly through with the 
charges. It is said that certain charges 
against Lieutenant Bamford have been 
lodged with Secretary of War Alger. not 
for official action against the young lieu- 
tenant. but for light in deciding the Ro- 
mevn case. These charges, it is said. were 
laid before General Alger ten days ago. 
What they are is not known.

Port Tampa Pays Tribute to the Head 
of the English Govern- 
ment.

Port Tampa, Fla., May 24.—A unique and 
international event took place here today, 
closing with a banquet in the Port Tampa 
inn this afternoon in honor of the seventy- 
eighth birthday of Queen Victoria. 

Five thousand citizens and visitors came 
over from Tampa to participate in the 
programme of the day and evening. 

The British ship of war Pallas and the 


United States cruiser Montgomery lay at. 


anchor off the docks, which were crowded 
with people. 

By permission of President McKinley an 
armed force of one hundred disembarked 
from the Pallas and took part in the pro- 
cession with a similar force from the Mont- 
gomery and also the Port Tampa naval 
reserves, fifty-five men, the first company 
of this branch to appear uniformed in 
Florida. ; 

At the-celebration grounds exhibition 
drills and athletic sports constituted the 
programme. 

At noon the United States national salute 
Was given by the two ships firing alter- 
nately. 

At 1 o'clock in the afternoon a banquet 
was given by the Port Tampa chamber of 
commerce to the naval officers and other 
guests. One hundred covers were laid and 
speeches followed. 

Telegrams of regret were read from a 
large number of absent invited guests, in- 
cluding President McKinley. 

The toast, “The British Government,” 
was responded to by Captain Humpage, of 
the Pallas. 

“The United States Government,’’by Hon. 
S. G. McLendon, of eGorgia. 

“Her Most Gracious Majesty,” by H. B. 
Plant by telegraph. 

Colonel Winfield Scott Proskey, of Gov- 
ernor Bloxham’s staff, representing the 
governor and Mrs. Bloxham, responded to 
the toast to them. 

Mr. McLendon, in responding to 
United States Government,” said: 

“The fourth day of July,’’ said he, “marks 
the birthday of a nation, the 24th day of 
May the birth of a queen, and the records 
of both nation and queen, almost synchron- 
ous as they are, make epochal chapters in 
the world’s history. The birth of a nation 
and the birth of a queen are closely inatch- 
edi in potentiality, for it is true, as Pascal 
says: ‘If the nose of Cleopatra had been 
shorter the whole face of the earth would 
have been different.’ ”’ 

After tracing the growth of English law, 
and the evolution of America out of the 
old imperial loins, Mr. McLendon went on 
to say: 

“Having attention arrested for the mo- 
ment, the English-speaking nations, egn- 
stituting as they do a single family, may 
well ask if the red: flag of war cannot be 
forever furled and in its stead the white 
banner of arbitration raised aloft by PEng- 
lish-speaking nations as the emblem of 
their union in all things that make for the 
welfare of mean.

ASSEMBLY WILL LET CLERK’S 
Recor TERM “STAND. 


Heard Several Addresses Yesterday 
and Received Invitations from 
New Orleans and Richmond. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 24.—The assembly 
reconvened this morning at 9:30. after the 
delightful rest from labor which the Sab- 
bath brought. 

The most interesting discussion of the 
day was in reference to the answer return- 
ed by the committee on overtures and bill 
to Lafayette presbytery in regard to ita 
request that the terms of the stated and 
permanent clerks be fixed at four years. 
The present clerks are Drs. Farris and 
Wilson, and have been for years. Mr. 
Milister represented the Lafayette pres- 
bytery On the floor. Dr. King was the 
strongest advocate for the change of term. 
Dr. R. C. Bird and Rev. Mr. Miller were 
leaders of the opposittén. Advocates of 
the change argued that it was wise to 
make the rule now while Drs. Wilson and 
Farris were the officers, so that when 
they came to lay the work down there 
would be no embarrassment in electing 
their successors. 

Those op ea to the change suggested 
that the vyerment might be suggested as 
personal motive. They also thought the 
adoption of change inexpedient because 
it would precipitate a scramble for office 
every four years. 

Dr. Reid offered a substitute “that the 
change suggested was inexpedient.” Car- 
ried by a vote of 86 to 69. 

Reports were read from the committees 
on publication and Sabbath. 

At 11 o’clock Dr. Strickner, of the Union 
Theological seminary, delivered an ad- 
dress on the nature, value and special 
utility of the catechism, one of the West- 
minster addresses. It was a strong and 
powerful argument. 

This afternoon the assembly accepted 
an invitation from President Shearer, of 
Davidson college, to visit the college, about 
twenty miles from here. The order for 
tonight was the continuance of the ob- 
servance of the Westminster celebration. 
The address was mede by Rev. Dr. Tad- 
lock, of the Union Theological seminary, 
at Columbia. 

“Colored Evangelization’’ is the order 
for tomorrow morning. Tomorrow after- 
noon the next place of meeting is to be 
decided. 

New Orleans and Richmond have each 
made a claim. Dr. Palmer sent a letter 
with the New Orelans invitation. One of 
the most popular of the divines present is 
Dr. Pitzer, of Washington. Dr. Pitzer is 
pastor of the only church of the southern 
assembly planted outside of the Lines of 
the conference.

GREETS THE QUEEN 
Presbyterians Send a Congratulatory 
Message to Her Majesty. 
WANAMAKER WROTE PAPER 


Resolutions Show High Esteem of 
Churchman for English Ruler. 


THE SESSION WAS ONE OF BUSINESS ONLY 


Committees of Various Kinds Submit 
Lengthy and Interesting Reports 
for Consideration. 


Eagle Lake, Ind., May 24.—The sessions 
of the general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian church were opened today with devo- 
tional exercises led by Elder Kiliaen von 
Renssalaer, of New York. 

Fraternal greetings were received from 
the general assembly of the Southern Pres- 
byterian church, of Charlotte. 

The first regular order was the report of 
the board Of missions to freedmen. 

The standing committee on this reported 
through Dr. Thomas Lawrence, Asheville, 
N. C., chairman. 

After reviewing the work resolutions were 

introduced commending the work and urg- 
ing the board’s claims on the four non-con- 
tributing churches and individual givers. 
Special stress was laid on liability of en- 
dowment for Biddle university, Charlotte, 
ae? 
The second order of the morning was the 
report of the special committee on home 
missions, appointed last year to confer with 
the board in New York in reference to the 
methods of the work and retrenchment 
of the expenses. It closed with recom- 
mendations that the board of home mis- 
sions he directed so as to reorganize its 
rethods of administration that the execu- 
tive work shall be placed in charge of one 
secretary; that the expenditures be made 
upon the basis_of tle estimates made from 
the averages for several years preceding, 
and that the policy of the board be to avoid 
debt. 

The proposed consolidation of treasurers 
in New York and Philadelphia was report- 
ed to be expedient. 

At the meeting of the afternoon session 
Hon. John Wanamaker was recognized and 
said: 

“Mr. Moderator—I rise to a question of 
privilege, believing that this assembly 
would like to be reminded that today is 
the anniversary of that most noble woman 
who reigns over the British kingdom. Inas- 
much as the compact between €&cotland 
and Ireland embraces the Westminster con- 
fession of faith and her majesty, the queea, 
attends the Presbyterian church while re- 
siding in Scotland, and in some measure 
belongs to our body from whom all her 
Scottish chaplains are appointed, it seems 
meet that some notice should be taken of 
her birthday at this particular time when 
the English nation celebrates her diamond 
jubilee.’’ 

Mr. Wanamaker introduced the follow- 
ing, which the assembly ordered by a ris- 
ing vote to be sent to the queen: 

“This day being. the seventy-eighth anni- 
versary of the birth and sixtieth anniver- 
sary of the coronation of her most gracious 
majesty, Queen Victoria, whose reign has 
lasted longer than that of any other mon- 
arch in the last thousand years, this gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States of America deems it 
fitting and does hereby send most cordial 
Christian greetings to both the illustrious 
Christian sovereign and the subjects of 
her gentle, generous and righteous rule 
over the destinies of the empire upon which 
the sun never sets,’’ 

The regular order of the afternoon was 
the consideration of the board of educa- 
tion’s report. 

On motion of the board the assembly re- 
solved to place the limit to its grants to 
theological students at $80, even if this 
should result in cutting off some students 
from aid. The plan of the fourth year for 
theological students to be spent in practical 
work on the home mission field in volun- 
tary service received the approval of the 
assembly. 

The second order was the discussion of 
reports of the Presbyterian building in 
New York, which went over at adjourn- 
ment as unfinished business. 

The evening popular meeting in the In- 
terest of the work among Freedmen was 
presided over by Hon. John Wanamaker. 


King of Siam Goes Visiting. 

The approaching visit of the king of Siam 
to the United States naturally arouses some 
interest in the country over which he rules. 
Though Siam takes but littl part in the 
world’s busy lI'fe, it is nevertheless a most 
important country and, under favorable 
conditions, would become a great power in 
Asia. The Siamese dominions extend over 
1,100 miles from north to south, while at 
their greatest breadth they are about 550 
miles from east to west; this breadth, how- 
éver, is attained only at one point, for Siam 
is a long strip of country, comprising the 
valley of the Mekong and the Malay penin- 
sula. The rivers are its trade routes and 
its roads. Like Egypt, the settled country 
consists of strips of land along the river 
valleys, the greater portion of the terri- 
mee, being an almost impenetrable jun- 
zie.

HIS INJURIES WILL BE FATAL 


A Serious Accident on the Railroad 
Controlled by the Collins Brick 
| Co.—How It Occurred.

There was a serious and probably fatal 
accident on the privaté dummy line which 
runs from the western portion of the city 
to the Chattahoochee river. 

Yesterday afternoon about 5 o'clock a 
train of cars went to the river to get a 
load of clay for the Collins Brick Company, 
the road being owned and operated by that 
concern. The train was pulled by a new 
locomotive and was in charge of Engineer 
Fred Row and Fireman Tom Taylor, the 
latter being a negro. a ad 

The road has been built only a short time. 
At the terminus on the réyer there is a 
trestle from which the cars are Joaded. In 
some unaccountable way the .@mgineer fail- 
ed to properly control the engine and it 
went plunging over the end of the trestle. 

The wrecked locomotive sent forth a 
cloud of escaping steam and a deluge of 
boiling water. The fireman managed to 
jump before he was badly injured, but the 
engineer was less fortunate and was s0 
badly scalded that there is little hope for 
his recovery. 

As soon as the accident was reported in 
the city Mr. W. D. Palmer, of the Collins 
Brick Company, with Dr. W. P. Nicolson, 
went to the river in a buggy and did all 
that was possible to relieve the men. The 
negro was found to be only slightly burned, 
but Roul’s injuries were found to be very 
serious. The physician expressed the be- 
lief that he could not recover. 

Roul lives on Richardson street and is a 
man of family. 

Mr. Palmer, after he returned to the city, 
Stated to a reporter of The Constitution 
that he did not see how the engineer could 
possibly survive his injuries. He had in- 
vestigated. the place where the accident 
oceurred and he could find no satisfactory 
explanation for the train running off than 
that the engineer lost control of his engine 
as he was backing upon the trestle.

The News in Washington. 

Washington, May  24.+(Special.)}—The 
Constitution’s predictions of the certain 
outcome of the Romeyn case were fully 
verified by the action of the president this 
morning. Shortly after 10 o’clock Secretary 
of Wer Alger took to the white house a 
draft of an order which met his ideas of 
the case and those of the president as he 
had expressed them at the former inter- 
view. The order was signed at once and 
an hour or two later was officially promul- 
gated through the office of the adjutant 
general of the army. 

Secretary Alger gave special instructions 
that the order should be at once telegraph- 
ed to the commander of the army of the 
east to be by him communicated in the 
same way tothe commanding officer at Fort 
McPherson. The receipt of that telegram 
meant, Captain Romeynh’s immediate re 
lease ftfm arrest. 

The president’s order was as strong an 
indorsement of his character and as high 
@ tribute to his valor as Captain Romeyh'’s 
most ardent friends could have wished. 
The references to his shieeas is eloquent. 
The condemnation of Captain Romeyn’s 
conduct and tegret that the captain lost 
bis temper are mild, but, of course, neces 
sary to the enforcement of good order and 
discipline in the army. The stress taid 
upon the loss of temper indicates that the 
action upon the parade ground was that 
uppermost in the minds of the courtmar- 
tial, the secretary and the president.

VENEZUELA INSISTS ON RIGHTS 


President Crespo Wants Spain To Give 
His Citizens Protection. 

New York, May 24—A dispatch to The 
Journal from Havana says that in a de- 
mand recently made upon Spain through 
the Venezuelan consul, President Crespo’s 
government insists that citizens of that re- 
public residing in Cuba shall in case of 
arrest upon political charges, be accorded 
equal privileges with citizens of the United 
States here, including exemption from trial 
by military tribunals, and the assurance 
of a speedy judgment by civil courts.

POWER TO REMOVE 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Against Parsons, of Alabama. 


HE WAS DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


Alabamian Claimed That His Appoint- 
ment Was for Four Years: 


HE PROTESTED AGAINST HIS REMOVAL 


Court Decides That the President Has 
the Power To Remove from Office 
, at Any Time. 


Washington, May 24.—In the case of L. 
E. Parsons. late district attorney for the 
northern district of Alabama. appealed 
from the court of claims. Justice Peckham 
today handed down the decision of the 
court. 

The decision was adverse to Parson's 
claim that he was entitled under section 769 
of the revised statutes to hold his office 
for four years, notwithstanding the presi- 
dentt’s order of removal. 

Justice Peckham said that while the ap- 
pointment was for four years, it might be 
terminated earlier at the discretion of the 
president. The judgment of the court of 
claims was affiemed. The determination of 
this case has been looked forward to with

the removal of officeholders incident to the 
change of administration. 

Parsons was removed from the office of 
United States district attorney in Alabama 
in 1893, having been appointed for a term 
of four years. The president. it was 
claimed, had no right to remove him be- 
fore the expiration of that time. He has 
fought the case through the various fed- 
eral courts on this theory, losing in the 
lower court as he did today in the supreme 
court.

Crete has possible been the subject of 
more changes of government and vicissi- 
tudes of every nature, beyond its control, 
than any state in existence. It has never 
enjoyed complete independence, and has, at 
all times, been the tempting bone over 
which the European and Asiatic nations, 
incessantly quarrel. In 1667 it was captured 
by the Turks, and remained under their 
rule until 1821, when the revolution broke 
out in continental Greece. The Cretans 
rose, and succeeded, as they have in this 
last war, in driving the Turks to the forti- 
fied towns. There then existed a practi- 
cal deadlock until 1830, when France, Eng- 
land and Russia intervened in the contest 
between Greece and Turkey, and Crete was 
transferred to the government of the vice- 
roy of Egypt. In 1840 the island was again 
placed under the dominion of the Ottoman 
empire. The Cretans again revolted in 
1869 and 1866, the first revolt being speedily 
suppressed; that of 1866 was a very serious 
one, and required great exertions on the 
part of the porte to subdue it.

BOOK REVIEWS. 

“On the Face of the Waters,” by Flora 
Anna Steele, a story of the great Indian 
mutiny, may justly be regardedas one of 
the novels of the past year. The great 
revolt o€ the matives. which for a time 
threatened to put an end to British rule in 
India, has furnished a field for novels and 
stories second to none of the striking 
events of modern history, and it fs fair to 
say that Mrs. Steele has used {it for all 
it is worth. In the introduction to her 
story she claims absolute fidelity to his- 
tory in all evants which come within the 
range of facts, and it seems that her claim 
is sustained by her work. In the realm 
of fiction, in which license must be al- 
lowed writers of historical novels, the 
author has certainly drawn her characters 
with a rare power of description, and has 
proven her ability to construct intricate 
situations and present her characters in a 
most human way. Colonel Erlton is a man 
among men, and his faults are such as all 
of us have seen in the type of manhood. 
Mrs. Eriton is a woman of rare charac- 
ter, and “Sonny” is a boy of such boyish 
traits that he seems to be really a living, 
incorrigable qoungster. 

There is, at times, a touch of obscurity 
in the story—probably because the plot is 
laid in far off India. many years ago. But 
taken altogether the story is one of great 
merit, and it throws a strong light on one 
of the greatest dramas in the progress of 
the Anglo-Saxon race in its march of 
conquest in the orient. The story m «ne 
which cannot be rapidly scanned—nor can 
it be briefly summarized. There are some 
books which can be read rapidly, and oth- 
ers which must be read page by page. Mrs. 


Steele’s book belongs to the latter class, 
but it will amply repay the reader for the 
time taken in giving it a careful atten- 
tion.

In the casé of the city of New Orleans, 
appellants, against the Citizens’ bank of 
Louisiana, the court found that the decree 
of the circuit court of the eastern district 
of Louisiana. was partly erroneous, and re- 
verted. 

Instructions were given that a decree be 
entered enforcing the nonliability of the 
bank to taxation on its capital stock and

Twenty Young Ladies Acted as At- 
tendants at the Marriage. 


OLO MAN SUMMERLIN’S MANY ODDITIES 


He Would Never Sign His Name to a 
Deed and Often Moved—Regular 
Trips to Town. 


Americus, Ga., May 22.—(Staff Corre- 
epondence.)—Mr. Merriil Callaway, of this 
city, can remember with peculiar emotion 
the marriage ceremony which made him 
a benedict. 

He stood as the magnet in a circle of 
twenty young ladies, with no other man 
than himself present. 

But before Mr. Callaway was old enough 
to marry he had been a boy, and like all 
boys before and since day dreams occa- 
sionally overcame him, which ajsterwards 
either dissipated into thin air, or realized 
into facts. Espectatfy dreamy was he one 
day when, in company with his father and 
mother, in passing a rare rural home, hid- 
den within the densest of foliage, he said: 
“I think there is a little girl in there for 
me.”” Only a smile from his elders greet- 
ed the little fellow, and the incident was 
forgotten while the party moved on to its 
home in Washington, Wilkes county. Years 
rolled by, and the boy had become a man, 
and found himself in a Georgia regiment, 
wearing a suit of gray. Vhile on sick 
leave he v@ited some frienus in the city of 
Macon, and attended a commencement ex- 
ercise of Wesleyan Female college. 

“I. have a young lady friend here whom 
you should meet,’ was the remark of his 
companion. The meeting took place, and 
subsequently came an invitation to visit 
the young lady at the residence of her 
father, Major Timothy Furlow, in Ameri- 
cus. Upon being driven up to the gate 
@reat was the young man’s surprise to 
recognize in it the rural] scene which caught 
his youthful imagination. 

“And can this be the little girl whose 
presence so impressed itself on me then,” 
said he to himself. 

So it seemed, for it was not long until 
it was announced that pretty Katie Furlow 
was to become the wife of the young sol- 
dier. 

The Furlow family was the leading one 
of the place, and it was fitting that the 
marriage of its daughter should be attend- 
ed with all due pomp and ceremony. The 
bride’s mother before her had been married 
in that manner, and even the shadow of 
war should not be permitted to darken that 
one bright day in the life of every girl. 
But here a difficulty came in—the young 
men who should have acted as attendants 
were all in the front. It was in the criti- 
cal. period of the great struggle, when every 
man was needed at the front and furloughs 
could not be obtained. The ladies were all 
present and they suggested a wedding of 
bridesmaids—all the bride’s friends to be 
invited without the presence of any other 
man than the groom. Consequently twenty? 
of the prettiest young ladies Georgia has 
ever produced, representing the social pow- 
er of the state, stood-in a semi-circle, rep- 
resenting a horseshoe, with the preacher 
in the center, and ten beauties radiating 
out from either hand.

semi-circle the groom and his bride went, 
and when the words were spoken the circle 
became complete, to the embarrassment of 
the groom, who had never dreamed of be- 
ing set in such a bouquet of loveliness. 

Major Furlow, whose daughter thus be- 
came the wife of Mr. Callaway, was a man 
of great force of character and marked in- 
dividuality. He was one of the most pow- 
erful among the planting barons of south- 
west Georgia, ruling his estate and his 150 
slaves with the imperiousness of a prince, 
and.yet one of the most approachable men 
in the world. His magnificent home, on 
the outskirts of Americus, was the home 
of the royal hospitality which was charac- 
teristic of his class in those days. The 
grounds were a model in the display of 
flower and shrub, never having had but 
one possible rival—the famous Terrell flow- 
er garden, of LaGrange. 

Into this scene of fairy beauty it was the 
custom of the young company, on its way 
to the front, to enter and be entertained 
with wine and viands and speech, so that 
they carried the name of Timothy Furlow 
with them as a pleasant memory. But

with their lamentations. Into those homes 
it was the custom of Major Furlow to go 
\ quietly and unostentatiously and place its 
name upon his relief Iist, which he ever 
kept a secret, so that the world knew not 
the extent of his good deeds. 

As may be inferred Major Furlow was 
thoroughly devoted to the prosecution of 
the war, and gave to Present Davis his 
most ardent support. He looked upon the 
conduct of Governor Brown as nothing 
short of treason.. To haggle in the rear 
over obstruse constitutional points while 
the boys in front were being mowed down 
by thousands appeared to be criminal in the 
eyes of Major Furlow. In the campaign 
which followed the bitterness of this po- 
litical issue almost shut out interest in the 
movements of the army of invasion, then 
preparing to move toward Georgia. | 

“Let us stand firmly by President Davis,”’ 
was the advice of Major Furlow to his 
friends. The advice suggested the propri- 
ety of running Major Furlow for the gov- 
ernorship in opposition to Governor Brown, 
who sought re-election. The contest was 
a forlorn one from the beginning, because 
Governor Brown, who was an admirable 
politician and organizer, had everything in 
hand, and did not hesitate to use all the 
power which he possessed. Major Furlow 
was gratified, however, that he had shown 
his colors, and was proud ever after of a 
little of acknowledgement which he re- 
ceived from President Davis. He lived to 
the end, dignified and self-possessed, a per- 
fect type of the old style southern gentle- 
man. The Methodist church, which stands 
in Americus, was largely paid for’ by him, 
though na record of the fact was \ever kept. 
His publi spirit led te the establishment 
of Furlow Masonic college for young ladies. 
Upon the establishment of the public school 
system this institution was taken ifn, and 
it is now known as Jackson street school. 
In making this change of name the author- 
ities committed one of those iconoclastic 
blunders which are.too common, as it would 
have been in perfect harmony to have re- 
tained Major Furlow’s name upon the 
institution. It is not yet too late to change 
the name from Jackson street school back 
to Furlow public school. 

Talking over these matters, Major Moses 
Speer told an interesting story. 

“Away back in the days when I was a 
boy,”’ said he, “there lived in this county 
a planter named Summerlin, who has de- 
scendants now living in Heard county, this 
state. He was a man of great wealth and 
as many eccentricities, one of which was 
that he moved every two years, with all 
of his belongings, to new territory. He 
would buy a large tract of land, which he 
would fence sixteen feet high. Over this 
fence he would allow no one to climb, and 
it was a common thing for one of his 
Slaves. to walk around the fence a mile 
to the front gate rather than cut distance 
by jumping over. Summerlin also kept na 
large quantity of brandy; which “he made 
himself, and bottled, marking the bottles, 
s0 as to preserve the dates, and for which 
he charged a higher price. He was a be- 
liever in hard money—gold and silver. If 
any one came to him for brandy with pa- 
per money they did not get it, as he was 
emphatically the first and original hard 
money democrat of Georgia. Another thing 
I forgot to say in the beginning was that 
Jerry Simpson has been sailing under false 
colors—old man Summerlin was the original 
sockless man also. He said it took up too 
much valuable time to put them on, and 
he discarded them altogether.. When he 
abandoned the old plantation for a new, 
he did so in the full senSe of the word. 
He had an uncontrollable aversion to sign- 
ing his name, so that as he would never 
sign a warranty deed, the places always 
remained his. He moved several times be- 
fore I knew him, and kept it up after. 
Strange to say, with all these peculiarities, 
he had a son, Ike, whom he sent to Athens, 
and who was in the same class with Major 
Furlow. 

“It was during the war that 7 was in 
Thomasville, where I was approached by 
a man who was sick and broken up and 
asked if I could not get him transporta- 
tion to Albany, partially on his way home 
to Heard county. Investigation brought 
out the fact that the man was none other 
than Ike Summerlin. There was no means 
of transportation at my command, but 
recollecting that as a major I had a right 
to a horse, I got it for him, the agreement 
being that he should put it up where I 
could get it. As there were no railroads 
then he had to ride across the country, 
and when he reached Albany he turned 
over to me the horse. In some way the 
fact that Major Furlow had a run for fov- 
ernor was mentioned when Ike said: 

‘“**T am surprised to hear that; Tim was 
a very dull boy at school.’ 

“What impressed me was that a man 
like Major Furlow should have been criti- 
cised by a man like Ike Summerlin. 

“Over twenty years later, in 1585, I went 
up to attend a Sunday school convention 
in Rome and concluded while there to drop 
down into Heard county, where I had heen 
born, to renew my memory of the place. 
There was a church meeting toing on at 
night. The lights were just strong enough 
to tell you that it was dark outside. I saw 
a seat with one occupant, an old man of 
about eighty, sitting up clear to the wall. 
On taking my seat I looked somewhat 
closely at him. 

“‘—Ts this Mr. Ike Summerlin” I asked. 

** ‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘and you are the man 
who let me have the horse at Thomas##lle 
during the war.’ 

“Thus for a third time, at long inter- 

vals, I had met Mr. Ike Summerlin. Al- 
though eighty, he had just married a young 
wife and was preparing to begin life anew. 
In the course of ten or fifteen years I may 
pass. up that way again and see how he is 
getting on.” 

Another Sumter county man whose rame 
is a household word is Harper Biack, who 
gathered his family together a few days 
ago ta helo him celebrate his seventy- 
eighth birthday. Hon. J. Harper Black 
has frequently been a member of the state 
legislature and never lets a session of the 
State Agricultural Society pass without be- 
ing present. Away back so long that it is 
unnecessary to count the years Mr. Black 
passed several resolutions fer his own per- 
sonal guidance. They were to attead to 
his own business, to keep straight with the 
world and to be punctual in all things. He 
started a tannery and made it pay and to 
that added a shoe factory, and made that 
pay, too, because he built up such a 
reputation that every one called for the 
Harper Black shoe, and no argument could 
induce them to take anything else. All 
this was in the time when men said there 
was nothing to do, but Harper Black knew 
better and he prospered. During all the 
time he made it a regular custom to ride 


into town on Tuesdays and Fridays for the 


sale of goods and the purchase of stock. 
So reguiar were his movements that Many 
people set their clocks, and some even lo- 
cated Sunday by it. One day—but a few 
weeks ago—\Mr. Black was in town on 


Thursday. a 
“Why are you here today?” he was 


asked. 

“Because it’s Friday,” he replied. 

“Oh? no, it's Thursday.” 

It took some time to convince him, but 
finally he unraveled the matter and said: 

“Well, I'm not as young as I used to 
be.” 

Then. followed his birthday dinner. As 
president of the Sumter County Agricul- 
tural Society Mr. Biack has u 
the task of getting up a midsummer agri- 
cultural and horticultural display, in which 
he will show the influence of a long life in 
illustrating the lesson of how to help.

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What Next? 

Wall street, through one of its best 
known and most successful lawyers, Mr. 
John R. Dos Passos, has at last acknow]l- 
edged what The Constitution and the 
democratic press have been maintaining 
all along, namely, that our present cur- 
rency system is entirely inadequate to 
the needs of the people, that our bank- 
ing laws and practices are all wrong and 
that there is a crying demand for more 
money. This acknowledgement comes in 
the shape of a scheme to create a gigantic 
loan and mortgage company which has 
for its purpose the increase of bank 
power or credit in those sections of the 
country where this power or credit has 
reached the vanishing point. 

The details of the scheme were fairly 
outlined by our Washington corre- 
spondent in yesterday’s Constitution, and 


some of the figures which Mr. Dos Passos 


employs as arguments are of the utmost 
importance. The scheme itself will prob- 
ably never reach the point of discussion 
in congress, but the figures and statistics 
which the Wall street lawyer has com- 
piled will furnish the democratic party 
with new and unanswerable arguments 
in favor of the remedies which it has 
proposed, and for which its platform 
stands. These statistics substantiate 
every statement made by the democratic 
press to the effect that the available 
money supply of the country, inadequate 
as it is, is congested in the eastern and 
New England states. 

The figures relied on by Mr. Dos PaSs0Os 
are taken from the report of the comp- 
troller of the currency in 1896. They show 
a money famine in the south and west 
out of all proportion to the banking facil- 
ities, out of all proportion to the demand 
for money and out of all proportion to 
the necessities of the people. 

We have never seen a severer attack 
made on our present currency and bank- 
ing system than is to be found in this 
Wall street scheme to substitute credit 
for money. 

Only a very extraordinary condition of 
things could heve induced Wall street 
to give countenance to such a gigantic 
speculation. Its purport is to give the 
people the shadow of relief without the 
substance. Even in those communities 
where actual money is reported in large 
quantities credit has been stretched be- 
yond the limits of safety. The evidence 
of this is to be found in the extraordi- 
nary number of failures that have 
taken place since 1893, when the last 
and most fatal step in the contraction of 
the currency occurred. 

These failures have been“worse where 
money is piled up in the largest sums. 
The safety of the south when the col- 
lapse came lay in the fact that the lack 
of money had ‘practically wiped out 
credit. And though there has been con- 
siderable liquidation in this section, the 
effect has not been as drastic and as far- 
reaching as in other sections. As the 
Russian poet said, “the dead do not fear 
death.” | 

But it is not a lack of credit, nor the 
unequal distribution of money, nor a 
faulty banking system that has killed 
business and industry and brought about 
the condition of things that Mr. Don 

Passos now seeks to remedy by a gigantic 
loan and mortgage company. The whole 
trouble arises from the disproportion be- 
tween the supply of gold and the demana 
for it, resulting in a depreciation and an 
under valuation of all the products of 
human labor and in cutting down the 
purchasing power of the people. 

There is but one remedy for this con- 
dition of affairs, and that is an enlarge- 
ment of the supply,of primary money. 
If the quantity of gold available for re- 
demption purposes the world over were 
sufficiently large to raise prices to a 
profitable level the silver question would 
cut no figure. Prices in general and the’ 
prices of the staple commodities in par- 
ticular are but the measure of the money 
supply. When that supply is large enough 
to give producers an adequate return 
for the results of their labor busii 


tion would be to give but partial relief, 
for the congestion is less an evidence of 
a faulty banking system than it is of the 
decay of trade and business. The money 
is piled up in the financial centerg be- 
cause the people have nothing to buy it 
with. It is more valuable in and of it- 
self—under the gold standard—than any- 
thing the people have to exchange 
for it. ; 

The evil that Wall street is acknowl- 
ing #nder another name is the result of 
the Bbingle gold standard, and there can 
be no improvement until first there has 
been a discovery of sufficient supply of 
gold to fill the vacuum now existing; 
second, until silver is restored to its old 
place in our currency as the alternative 
standard, 

_ Meanwhile, as Wall street, in the per- 

son of Mr. Dos Passos, has shown that 
it is ready for an inflation of paper 
credits, the public is justified in asking 
what next? An increase in the supply of 
paper currency sufficient to drive gold 
to a premium would be one way in which 
to move in the direction of immediate re- 
lief, and perhaps Wall street would not 
object to this. Whatever may be said of 
Mr. Don Passos’s measure, there are 
many things about it that are vastly bet- 
ter than the present situation.

Germany’s Emigration Measures. 

The German reichstag is alarmed over 
the rapidly increasing number of Ger- 
man emigrants who, instead of seeking 
homes in the imperial colonies, prefer 
to cast their lots in the United States. 
Without undertaking to give figures, it 
is safe to say that more than two-thirds 
of all the emigrants leaving the father- 
land annually come over to this country. 

In order to check this growing ten- 
dency which threatens, unless resisted, 
to seriously affect the welfare of the 
German ‘colonies, to say nothing of the 
fatherland itself, the reichstag, after 
grave debate upon the subject, has 
adopted stringent emigration measures. 
The object of these measures is not 
to prevent’ Germans from leaving the 
country, but rather to divert the stream 
of emigration into che colonial posses- 
sions of the empire. For several years 
past most of the German colonies have 
been in sore need of settlers. 

The emigration measures adopted by 
the reichstag go into effect on April 1, 
1898. They provide that:all permits for 
the transportation of German emigrants 
shall be granted to German subjects and 
to transportation companies carrying on 
business between Germany and German 
dependencies. It is pangs provided 
that the granting of these permits shall 
be vested in the chancellor, who shall 
see to it that the law ik rigidly en- 
forced. 

Instead of diverting the stream of em- 
igration to the German colonies the ef- 
fect of these measures will be to virtual- 
ly destroy the business of the German 
transportation companies. While the 
imperial colonies are rich and fertile, 
they do not hold out to the adventurous 
Germans the splendid opportunities 
which this country offers, and conse- 
quently they have never been able to 
cope successfully with the United States, 
In reducing the number of emigrants 
who yearly quit the fatherland for this 
country the effect of the measures adopt- 
ed by the reichstag will be to reduce 
also the number of emigrants going else- 
where; and while it may serve to keep 
many Germans at home who would pre- 
fer to leave, it is not apt to materially 
benefit the colonies. If Germany wants 
to build up her colonial possessions she 
must adopt some other method. 

Of course the adoption of these meas- 
ures by the reichstag is purely experi- 
mental. If they do not yield satisfactory 
results they will be repealed. Viewed 
through American eyes, they are grossly 
unjust, as they impose severe restrictions 
upon individual liberty and are calculat- 
ed to foster discontent. In adopting such 
measures Germany virtually admits that 
she is not able to vie with the United 
States, and must, therefore, resort to leg- 
islative enactments to keep her people at 
home. Enterprising and wide-awake Ger- 
mans know that America offers greater 
inducements to them than any other 
country on the globe and that a cordial 
welcome awaits them on this side of the 
Atlantic. They will not sit long, there- 
fore, under legislative measures which 
interfere with their personal rights and 
which fetter them to the fatherland. 
Patriotism is not cultivated in this man- 
ner. That the reichstag will eventually 
realize its mistake in adopting such 
measures is already distinctly fore- 
shadowed. :

Relief at Home and Abroad. 

As our readers know, The Constitution 
has a very lively sympathy for the Cu- 
ban patriots, and is exceedingly anxious 
that the rights of American citizens in 
that island shall be duly protected and 
defended. 

But we doubt very materially whether 

the republican plan of sending contribu- 
tions to suffering Americans who have 
been driven into the town by Weyler is 
either efficacious or sensible. Wé do not 
object to the contribution, but we do not 
believe that it is wise to contribute with 
the one hand and with the other signal 
to the Spaniards to go right ahead with 
their war on women, children and old 
men. - 
And when we come to look. into the 
justice of this method, the question pre- 
sents itself whether the suffering Amer- 
ieans in Cuba are any more entitied to 
relief directly out of the treasury <han, 
for instance, suffering Americans in “-hi- 
cago, New York or Cincinnati who 1ave 
been left destitute by the operations of 
the republican gold standard. And it is 2 
question worthy of consideration. 

It is notoriously true that the repubii- 
cans have promised to give the suffering 
Americans in this country relief from 
hard times. They are carrying out their 
promise by framing a law which gives 
manufacturers the power to exact higher 
prices for goods which they are now un- 
able to sell at all. 7 is 

Under all the circumstances, it seems 
that destitute Americans at home would

prompt relief than destitute Americans 
at home? By what process of reasoning 
do they arrive at that conclusion? 
Where there is one destitute and needy 
American in Cuba there are tens of thou» 
sands in this country. 

Why are not the republicans just as 
anxious to relieve Americans at home 4s 
they are those in Cuba? And what will 
the present measure of relief amount to 
if the war is to go on? Mr. Reed, re- 
publican leader, speaker of the house, 
bars the way to Cuban recognition. Mr. 
McKinley has a mysterious plan which 
he refuses to expose to the glare of day; 
but the republican programme is wholly 
in the air. The republicans will not dare 
to offend the international capitalists 
who represent Spanish interests. Like the 
Cleveland bond issues, the appropriations 
for the relief of the destitute Americans 
must be kept up, while the republican 
policy continues to increase the neces- 
sities of those who are in»need. 


Seventy-Eight Years Old. 

Seventy-eight years have traced their 
furrows on the brow of England’s queen. 

Her majesty reached another milepost 
in her long pilgrimage on yesterday. 
Without permitting the hollow tread of 
ceremony to jar upon her meditations, 
the: old queen spent the day in the quiet 
seclusion of her home circle, giving audi- 
ence to few visitors. As the end of her 
journey draws near the queen realizes 
more and more forcibly that her days are 
numbered and that, in the course of na- 
ture, she.must soon lay down her earth- 
ly crown. Of late years, therefore, her 
birthday annivepsaries have been like 
yearly Sabbaths. 

While British subjects on both sides 
of the globe have been looking forward 
with lively anticipation to the approach- 
in jubilee festivities in London, com- 
memorating the sixtieth annivérsary of 


Queen Victoria’s reign, the queen herself 


does not appear to derive much pleasure 
from the prospect. On the contrary, she 
seems to dread it and to look upon it as 
a trying ordeal which is sure to tax her 
feeble strength heavily. Every considera- 
tion will, of course, be shown her majesty 
by those who have the exercises in 
charge, but ‘Englishmen are not willing 
to forego the pleasure of commemorating 
the longest reign in British annals. 

The queen will complete the sixtieth 
anniversary of her reign on the 21st of 
next month, at which time the public ex- 
ercises will begin. The celebration will 
be one of the most picturesque and bril- 
liant. events in the world’s history, but 
aside from the love which inspires it, 
the pageantry will be little relished by 
the old queen.

Prison Reforms. 

The work of prison reform is moving 
steadily on. In line with New York and 
other states, Kansas has taken advanced 
ground on the problem of improving the 
moral condition of prisons, and is doing 
all in her power to make the experiment 
successful. 

One of the greatest objections to the 
present method of dealing with prisoners 
in most of the states of the union at- 
taches to the wearing of stripes. As 
strange as it may seem, the uniforms 


influence upon their mental and moral 
conditions, and the various prison re- 
forms recently instituted do away with 
the wearing of stripes almost entirely. 
In Kansas the newly arrived convict is 
fitted out witha probationary suit. If 
he behaves well and shows a disposition 
to lift himself into a higher range of 
respectability he is permitted within a 
short while to wear a neat costume of 
gray, with cap and shirt to match. If 
he proves unruly or vicious he is put 
into stripes and set apart as a disgraced 
inmate of the prison. 

There is much in this humane treat- 
ment of .convicts observed in Kansas 
that commends itself to serious study. 
While it is the duty of the state to pun- 
ish violators of the law, it is also the 
state’s duty to save them if possible, and 
such is the object of these prison re- 
forms.

not be along Mason and Dixon’s line mere- 
ly. It will be within- our own borders, in 
our own streets, between the two classes 
of citizens to whom I have referred. 

‘““Those who defy law and scout constitu- 
tional obligations will, if we ever reach 
the arbitrament of arms, find occupation 
enough at home. Nothing but the state of 
Mrs. Pierce’s health would induce me to 
leave the country now; although it is quite 
likely that my presence at home would be 
of little service. I have tried to impress 
upon our people, especially in New Hamp- 
-shire and Connecticut. where the only elec- 
tions are to take place during the coming 
spring, that while our union meetings are 
all in the right direction, and well enough 
for the present, they will not be worth the 
paper upon which their resolutions are 
written unless we can overthrow political 
abolitionism at the polls and repeal the un- 
constitutional and obnoxious laws which, 
in the cause of ‘personal liberty,’ have 
been placed upon our statute books. I shall 
look with deep interest and not without 
hope for a decided change in this matter.

A Contrary Flag. 

If there ever was anything in the world 
that went by contraries, it is the Chinese 
flag. It will be recalled that it is one of 
the gayest of national standards. The 
body of the banner is of a pale yellow. In 
the upper left-hand corner is a small red 
sun, and looking at it is a fierce Chinese 
dragon. About one thousand years ago, 
s0 the story runs, the Chinese made war 
upon the Japanese. ‘They prepared for a 
great invasion. 
they adopted a standard which is that of 
the present time. They took the sun of 
Japan and made it very small. This they 
put in front of the dragon's mouth to ex- 
press the idea that the Chinese dragon 
would devour the Japanese. It happened, 
however, that the Chinese fleet, conveying 
an army of 100,000 men, was wrecked on 
its way to Japan by a great storm, and all 
but three of the 100,000 perished. The re- 
sult of the last war has not been any more 
convincing than the first affair that the 
Chinese flag has been correctly conceived.

It is called “Lieu- 
tenant Burton’s Wooing,”’ and is a tale of 
life on the frontier dealing with “‘the hos- 
tiles,’ and giving glimpses of rough army 
life, that Hfe through which Captain Ro- 
meyn passed during those days when the 
western country was a dangerous abode for 
an army man. The full story is permeated 
with romance, and is steeped in sentiment, 
but sentiment of that nature ,which hangs 
around heroic deeds and . hair-breadth 
escapes. ° 

The magazine contains a picture of Cap- 
tain Romeyn, which was to all appearances 
taken during the civil war, and it is but 
fair to say that HM does not do the eaptain 
justice, and instead of the leonine, fero- 
cious, fire-eating countenance of the present 
day presents a rather mild-looking individ- 
val with a rather ministerial expression. 

As an author Captain Romeyn. believes 
in action. He does not deal upon the de- 
velopment of dainty characteristics but 
puts his men and women through the most 
exciting experiences. 

The story opens up with a scene\at an 
army post when a courier rushes into in- 
form the commanding officer of Indian 
trouble among the settlements miles away. 
At the settlement of Zapata, on the Rio 
Grande, discontented Utes were .about to 
massacre the people.

Colonel Glenn's Illness Forms the 
Ground for Continuance, 


PRISONER IN DECATUR JAIL 


Despite His Protests He Was Left in 
Sherif Austin’s Care, 


HE WILL BE TRIED ON JULY 26TH 


Doctors Say His Attorney Will Be | 
Recovered in Sixty Days—No 
Fears of Harm to Flanagan. 
He Weeps at Being 
Left in Decatur. 


Once again has the trial of Edward C. 
Flanagan been postponed on account of the 
iliness of his attorney, W. C. Glenn. 

Yesterday morning the slayer of two help- 
less women was carried into the court- 
room at Decatur for trial, but after a show- 
ing made by the attorneys for the defense 
Judge Candler ordered that the trial be 
continued until the fourth Monday in July, 
which arrives on the 26th, sixty-two days 
from yesterday. 

The continuance was just what had been 
expected by every one. It was a well- 
known fact that Mr. Glenm would not be 
at the trial and that a motion for a con- 
tinuance would be made. 

Flanagan was net brought back to At- 
lanta, but was left in the jail at Decatur. 
The most interesting feature of the day 
was when he was informed that-he would 
be placed in the DeKalb jail. 

“Oh, Lordy, I won’t stay here; they’ll 
lynch me,” moaned the prisoner, who was 
at once startled and terrified. 

“But I won't let them harm you,” said 
Sheriff Austin. 

“Oh, you can’t keep that mob away from 
me. They want to kill me, and if you 
leave me here they'll come some night and 
drag me out and kill me.” 

The murderer .was genuinely frightened. 
He begged piteously to be taken back to 
the Fulton county jail, but was told that he 
would have to stay in Decatur. 

He looked around earnestly at the crowd 
of people in the room and seemed reas- 
sured when he saw their quiet expression. 
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“He continued to improve until the last 
special term of court. He was not able 
to try the case at that time, and your honor 
saw fit in your wisdom to postpone the 
case until this time. Mr. Gienn’s physi- 
cians testified at that time that he would 

to try the case in thirty or sixty 
days. Up to last Wednesday he was con- 
valescing, but on that day he went into 
the trial of a small case. He went home 
that night and was taken sick. Your 
honor, Mr. Glenn had made himself sick in 
the trial of this case. I shall have to ask 
your honor to continue this case, and I 
have prepared a formal motion for a con- 
tinuance. 

“T have not had anything at all to do in 
the preparation of the case, and it would 
not be just to Mr. Gienn’s client for me 
to undertake the trial of a case with which 
I am not acquainted. As an original propo- 
sition, I would not have taken the case. 
I do not want a case like this, though I 
think Colonel Gienn is right, and I think 
that your honor ought not to force me to 
try a case which I would not have, simply 
because of the accident of being @ partner 
to Mr. Gienn. I think your honor 6hould 
continue the case to the next term of court, 
and not postpone it.” 

An affidavit was then introduced from 
Colonel Glenn to the effect that he was 
physically unable to take part in the trial; 


-that he was the sole counsel] of the defend- 


ant and that no one else was fitted to try 
the case except himself. 

There was also an affidavit from Dr. 
Pinckney to the effect that Colonel Glenn 
was too ill to try the case. 

These affidavits were strengthened by 
affidavits from Colonel Rountree, Colonel 
Moyes, Colonel Fuller and Colonel Spence, 
of Mr. Glenn's office, all of whom deposed 
that they were not employed as attorneys 
for the defendant, and that they were not 
the proper persons to conduct the trial. 

Dr. Nicolson on the Stand. 

Dr. William Perrin Nicolson was put on 
the stand to testify m@barding Colonel 
Gienn’s health. He swore that Colonel 
Glenn was ill from a severe billous at- 
tack, but that the attorney would have 
come to the trial if he had met gone by and 
stopped him. 

Colonel Lewis asked Dr. Nicolson if he 
did not think that if Colonel Glenn recov- 
ered in thirty or sixty days, and went into 
the trial of the case, that it would bring 
on another breakdown. The doctor seemed 
inclined to think that it would. 

“Do you think there is any prospect for 
the trial of Flanagan in the next six 
months”’ the physician was asked. 

He replied that he would not say posi- 
tively. 

Colonel Lewis said that he would not 
attempt to controvert facts. He regretted 
Colonel Glenn's illness very much, but did 


‘not think that the defense had made a le- 


gal showing for a continuance. He knew 
that the censtitutional law  pro- 
vided that every’.defendant could have a 
lawyer, but he did not believe that the 

law applied to any particular counsel. 
He thought that as the case had already 
been postponed twice. on account of Colo- 
nel Glenn’s illness, the prisoner should get 
a new lawyer, and not delay the administra- 


“tion of justice. Ashe understood the inti-

RECEIVER DROUGHT 


Judge Berry Declines To Release Him 
from the Court’s Custody. 


DROUGHT’S ‘COUNSEL TO ACT 


Application Will Be Made Today Be- 
fore Judge Reid for Habeas Corpus. 


ILLEGAL DETENTION WILL BE CHARGED 


Colonel Jordan Says Drought Should 
Be Released Until Decision of 
the Supreme Court. 


The attorneys for A. E. Drought, the al- 
leged Florida railroad receiver, declare 
‘that he is being illegally detained in Ful- 
ton county jail. 

They say he is entitled to his liberty un- 
der @e ruling of the supreme court and 
should be released from custody. 

Notwithstanding the supreme court has 
found that the verdict in the criminal 
court against Drought was not according 
to the evidence and against the law in the 
case, he is still confined in the cell which 
he has occupied since his first arrest and 
the city criminal court before which he 
Was tried and convicted has refused to 
allow him to be released. 

Drought’s attorney, Colonel R. J. Jor- 
dan, says he is being detained in jail when 
he should not be, and this morning he will 
appear before Judge Harry Reid, of the 
city court, and ask that his client be re- 
leased from custody. Habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were prepared yesterday after- 
noon and Judge Reid will be asked this 
morning to grant the writ and set the case 
for hearing at once. 

“Drought’s confinement in jail is no 
more legal than mine would be,” said At- 
torney Jordan yesterday. “The supreme 
court has rendered its decision showing 
that the conviction of Drought was con- 
trary to the evidence and the law, and this 
knocks up the case. He should have been 
released as soon as the bill of remittitur 
was filed, making the judgment of the su- 
preme court thé judgment of the city court, 
This bill was properly filed, but Judge Ber- 
ry declines to release Drought. 

“T am now preparing a writ of habeas 
corpus which I shall present @ Judge Reid 
and I will insist that the case be set and 
argued at once, as I am confident my client 
is being held in direct violation of the 
law. The decision of the supreme court 
shows that the verdict in the city criminal 
court was not based upon the evidence in 
the case, and was contrary to the law. If 
this is the case, and the supreme court 
ought to know, then my client should not 
be longer held.” 

History of Drought’s Arrest. 

Drought was arrested several weeks ago 
in Atlanta upon a-warrant which Was 
sworn out by Eady & Mayfield, who claim 
that he is guilty of being a common cheat 
and swindler. 

Drought denied the charges, claiming that 
he was duly appointed receiver of the 
Florida railroad and had full authority of 
law to dispose of the receiver's certificates 
in any manner in which he could. The 
prosecution claimed that Drought had 
made false representations about the cer- 
tificates which he had sold them. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers was employed to 
aid the prosecution and the interesting 
habeas corpus proceedings in Judge Reid's 
court will be remembered by many. The 
writ was overruled and Drought went 
back to jail. 

When his trial was reached before Judge 
Berry, Colonel Jordan argued that Drought 
was not guilty of any wrong doing. Colonel 
Moyers had secured « large amount of in- 
formation in Florida, in the meantime, 
and when this evidence was introduced in 
court, the jury convicted Drought. The 
sentence of court was that Drought pay a 
fine of $1,000 or go to the public works for 
twelve months. The case was appealed 
and the decision handed down in the su- 
preme court a few days ago is a very in- 
teresting solution of the case. 

The Supreme Court’s Decision. 

The case in the supreme court was ar- 
gued by Colonel Jordan, representing the 
Plaintiff in error and aJmes F,. O'Neill, 
solicitor, contra. The decision in the case

He Fails To Show Up in the Police 
Court Yesterday. 


HUNTER IS HOT AFTER HIM 


The Case Called for the Last Time in 
Court—Miller Failed To Pay 
License.

Hunter was there, however, with all the 
necessary papers and proofs to show the 
healer was bestowing his balm-giving 
touches without having paid the city a tax. 
Hunter was also ready to prove that the 
healer was heeling himself with a little 
cash collected from some of his victims. 
All this was contrary to the laws of At- 
lanta. Hunter would have proved, no mat- 
ter what other laws of a less terrestrial 
quality Miller operated under. 

But Miller was not there, and the case 
was indefinitely postponed. 

“Where is your healer?” Hunter was 
asked by a reporter of The Constitution. 

“I reckon he has skipped town,” replied 
the officer, “as we cannot find him. We are 
satisfied if he has gone. The case was made 
at the instigation of neighbors, who sald 
that the healer was disturbing them, and 
that he had no right to do so without a 
licenses.” 

With this information, Hunter had 
investigated the matter and concluded that 
Miller ought to be forced to show his 
colors. 

If Miller has really left the city for good 
he has done so advisedly, for it would not 
have been long before his alleged cures 
would have been witnesses against his 
claims.

GROCERS WILL MEET TONIGHT

Will Probably Go to Harris Lithia 
Springs, as Seaboard Offers the 
| Cheapest Rates. 


"The largest gathering of retail grocers 
ever held in Atlanta will be at the mass- 
meeting at the chamber of commerce to- 
night, when the grocerymen meet together 
to decide upon their excursion picnic. - 

Every grocer of standing in the city is 
invited, and is expected to be present, and 
nearly all of them thhave announced their 
intention of attending gand taking part in 
the meeting. The mass meeting is to decide 
upon some objective point for the grocers’ 
excursion, 

It was expected that the grocers would 
go to Nashville, but owing to the action of 
the railroad officials, it is thought that the 
excursion will thave some other point of 
destination. It was practically promised 
that a rate of $3.50 for the round trip to the 
exposition would be allowed by the North 
Carolina and St. Louis, but owing to the 
fight made on the grocers, the railroad has 
refused to grant a lower rate than $6.50, 
which is the regular Pate for one person. 
The grocers guaranteed the railroad that 
the number of passengers would be 1,000 at 
the least. 

It is thought by the majority of grocers 
that the excursion will be either to Harris 
Lithia Springs, in South Carolina, or to 
the seacoast. The Seaboard has already of- 
fered a rate of $1.6 for the round trip to 
Harris Springs, even if not more than 200 
go. The grocers are determined that they 
will not go to Nashville unless they are 
allowed excursion rates. They say that if 
they are not given low rates, they will 
picnic at some of the parks around Atlan- 
ta, and deprive the railroads of the several 
thousand dollars’ revenue that would nat- 
urally accrue from so large an excursion. 
The meeting tonight will decide the whole 
matter. 


TAYLOR BOUND OVER. 


He Pleaded Guilty To Making Whisky

Josh Brown and John Taylor, both of 
Clayton county, were arrested yesterday 
on the charge of illicit distilling and car- 
ried before Commissioner Broyles.

Washington, May 2%—The questions 
whether the statutes relating to national 
banks prohibiting them from purchasing 
or subscribing to the stock of another 
corporation and whether the want of au- 
thority can be urged by the bank to defeat 
an order enforced against it by the liabil- 
ity of a stocKholder, were passed upon by 
the supreme court today in the case of 
the California National bank, Plaintiff in 
error, vs. Nat Kennedy.

MISS COHEN HAS RESIGNED 


CHIEF VEAL’S SECRETARY SEV- 
ERED CONNECTION WITH CITY. 


An Expert Bookkeeper Will Be Em- 
ployed To Take Miss Cohen’s 
Place. 


Mise Etta Cohgn, who has been secretary 
to Chief Sanitary Inspector Thomas A. Veal 
for eight years, has resigned her position 
to take effect as soon as a successor is ap- 
pointed. Miss Cohen determined on this 
step over a month ago, but Dr. McRae, 
the secretary of the board of health, did 
not receive official notification until yester- 
day. 

Miss Cohen states tn her resignation that 
she will be so situated in future that it will 
be impossible for her to transact the du- 
ties of her position with the city. It is 
thought the recent unjust indignities which 
have been heaped upon her in the trial 
of Chief Veal have had something to do 
with her action. 

Miss Cohen does not state.what she in- 
tends doing, but it is said she will remain 
at home with her father. Chief Veal stated 
yesterday afternoon that he regretted Miss 
Cohen’s step and paid her a high compli- 
ment as to her efficiency and faithfulness 
during her connection with the city gov- 
ernment. 

The members of the board of health are 
also loud in their praises of Miss Cohen’s 
work. They unanimously agree she had 
made the city a valuable servant and re- 
gret that she deems it best to sever her 
relations with the sanitary office. 

Her successor has not as yet been chosen. 
About’ 300 applications have already been 
received, and the successful applicant will 
not be announced until the next meeting 
of the board of health, June 4th. An expert 
bookkeeper, however, will be setected for 
the position. 


ANOTHER PAPER THIEF CAUGHT 


Will Davenport Stole Constitutions 
and Goes to Jail. 


Will Davenport, a young negro boy, was 
bound ovér to the city criminal court by 
Judge Landrum yesterday for stealing Con- 
stitutions. 

The negro makes the fifth thief who has 
been détected and punished for stealing 
Constitutions during the last few weeks. 
He wowld follow the carriers of The Con- 
stitution over their routes every morning 
and after they had delivered The Consti- 
tutions would go into the verandas of the 
houses and steal the papers from the sub- 
scribers. 

When he was tried before Justice Lan- 
Grum he admitted his guilt, but begged 
that the judge would be light on him as 
he said he would never steal another pa- 
per asiong as he lived. The offense of which 
the boy was guilty has become so frequent 
among young negro thieves that Justice 
Landrum decided to make a forcible ex- 
ample of the youth. He named a bond of 
$100, which the boy could not give. 

Sunday morning Will Davenport was de- 
tected stealing The Constitution from the 
front veranda of the residence of Mr. V. 
H. McKown, at 493 Whitehall. Mr. W. A. 
Hemphill, Jr., at once swore out a warrant 
with the result stated above. Mr. Hemp- 
hill is determined to stop the indiscriminate 
theft of papers if he has to send every 


guilty youth in the city to the chaingang. -

of the young gang and end the complaints 
of lost papers that come in from the pat- 
rons. 

Several of the paper thieves have already 
been sent up, and as fast as they are 
caught others will be sent up to keep them 
company.

WORSE THAN BANQUO’S GHOST 
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CELEBRATED WALKER-LIDDELL 
CASE AGAIN IN COURT. 


Has Been Tried Three Times Before 
and Is Now Being Tried for the 
Fourth Time. 


For the fourth time the case of Walker 
against Liddell is on trial in the first di- 
vision of the city court. It was tried three 
times, each time a mistrial being the re- 
sult. The outcome of the present trial 
cannot be forecasted, but both sides are 
anxious that the jury agree and render a 
verdict; so as to complete the litigation, 
which has now become very monotonous 
and complicated. 

Sam Walker and his brothers and sisters, 
children of James F. Walker, sue Captain 
James M. Liddell for $25,000. They claim 
that on May 3, 1890, their father had a life 
interest in some land in north Atlanta, and 
they had a remainder interest which took 
effect at their father’s death, and that 
Captain Liddell bought their remainder 
interest for $25,000, and verbally promised 
to pay it. 

They claim that they made a deed to their 
father for their remainder interest at Lid- 
dell’s request, and that their father then 
conveyed the whole of it to Liddell. Lid- 
dell made notes for the whole $25,000 to 
James F. Walker, and gave a mortgage on 
the property to secure them. James F. 
Walker traded the notes, and the children 
got none of the proceeds. 

The children sue for the $25,000, and 
claim that there was no authority for their 
father to give notes for it. Captain Lid- 
dell claims that there was no promise 
whatever to pay the children the $25,000, 
but that he traded straight with their 
father, James F. Walker, and gave him the 
notes for $25,000, which had been traded to 
innocent people, and that to make him now 
pay it to the Walker children would make 
him pay twice. The land is situated in 
north Atlanta. 

Rosser & Carter and W. W. Hayden 
represent the Walker heirs, and Captain 
Liddell is represented by Arnold & Arnold 
and Candler & Thomson. The case will 
be resumed this morning at 9 o'clock. The 
trial will consume several days. 


WANT REDWINE PARDONED. 


Lewis Redwine’s Friends Now Look to 
McKinley for Mercy. 

The pardon of Lewis Redwine, which it 
now seems will soon be granted him, was 
the principal topic of discussion among 
his friends in the city yesterday. They 
contend that it is now time to pardon him, 
even though no account is taken of the 
fact that he is afflicted with consumption, 
and may never leave the prison alive if 
allowed to serve out the sentence which 
was imposed upon him. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond, who is Redwine’s 
attorney, was seen yesterday about the 
application and he expressed some surprise 
that the newspapers had received informa- 
tion in regard to the matter before he had. 
“It is true,”’ said he, “‘that I some time 
ago addressed:a letter to Colonel Buck, 
asking him to bring the matter to the ar- 
tention of President McKinley. 

“I set forth the fact that Redwine is 
a very sick man, and is richly deserving 
of a pardon. I had heard nothing more 
from the ietter and did not even know 
that Colonel Buck had acceded to my re- 
quest until I read of the matter * the 
morning paper. I presume that Colonel 
Buck spoke of the matter in Washington, 
for I have never said a word about it. 

“No, I cannot say what the outcome of 
the matter will be, but I know what it 
should be. You know each side is kept 
in ignorance of what the other side is 
doing, so it is impossible to say what will 
be done. I never knew why Cleveland re- 
fused to pardon Redwine, and I can only 
hope that President McKinley will act 
more favorably.”

RUCKER’S RESIGNATION WAS VOLUNTARY 


He Was Not Forced To Resign, but Did 
Not Care To Work in Republican 
Harness—Who New Man Is. 


Colonel Tinsley W. Rucker has decided 
that he will not work in republican har- 
ness, and has written out his resignation 
as assistant district attorney. 

This will be duly accepted, and it is said 
that W. L. Massey, of Lafayette, Ga., will 
be appointed. 

The retirement of Colonel Rucker is en- 
tirely voluntary, and is made in the face 
of the fact that the question as to whether 
his position is under civil service ruling, 
has not yet been decided. 

Colonel Rucker came to the conclusion 
that he would not play the democratic tail 
to a republican kite, and made up his mind 
as soon as the present regime began to 
switch off. He has now made other ar- 
rangements, and will open up his law prac- 
tice, having offices both in Atlanta and 
Athena. 

It has been a mooted point since the ad- 
vent of the republicariS, as to whether the 
office which was filled by the assistant 
district attorneys of Georgia, was not under 
the civil service law, carried into effect 
during Cleveland’s administration. It was

Colonel A. E. Angier, the district attor- 
ney, was rather reticent on the situation, 
when seen yesterday.

Sergeant Abbott testified that Bates curs- 
ed while on duty, saying that if the com- 
missicners did not like the way he acted 
they could take his job, and that he after- 
wards threatened to whip him when he 
was not dressed in a uniform. 

Several witnesses were examined who 
corroborated the statement of the ser- 
geant. One of the witnesses was Patrol- 
man Petty, who was asked by Bates if 
he did not have some prejudice against 
him. Petty raplied that he did not, “but 
I have,” said Petty, “no respect for such 
men as you.” 2 

Bates had a witness who testified that he 
offered to take back what he had said if 
Sergeant Abbott had not been instru- 
mental in having him suspended. Bates 
made a statement in which he gaid that 
he did not mean any disrespect to Abbott 
and only told him of a remark he had 
made behind his back. 

In executive session the board’ decided 
unanimously to dismiss Bates from the 
force. 

Ex-Patrolman J. lL. Mercer was rein- 
stated as a member of the police force 
and was given Bates’s place. 

Gymnasium for the Cops. 

Chief Connolly stated that he was en- 
deavoring to raise a fund to establish a 
gymnasium for the police department and 
had obtained $80 of the $300 needed. The 
board thought it would be a good thing to 
develop the muscles of the policemen, and 
adopted a resolution authorizing the chief 
to get a gymnasium where the policenten 
could take “physical culture” and “skin 
the cat.”

The members of the board were informed 
that there would be an inspection of the 
department this morning at 10 o'clock.

Women as Librarians. 

Tt was very appropriate that Miss Anne 


_ Wallace be asked to represent women li-

librarian of the Young Men’s Library As- 
sociation of Atlanta, she has become nota- 
bly pcpular among the women of her pru- 
fession. In her paper yesterday she briefly 
and in a most interesting manner outlined 
the duties of the office and the requisite 
qualities of one following it. She said:

broad principles that if followed will lead 
to success in any profession. Ability, at- 
tention, promptness, courtesy, wiil reach 
the top rung of any professional ladder. 
‘The librarian should have culture, schol- 
arship and executive ability. She must 
have manifold requirements, for .a. public 
library should be run not only as a literary 
institution, but as a business concern as 
well. No matter how well equipped and 
well organized a library may be, it will 
fail in its purpose if the man or woman 
who ras it in charge lacks force. In no 
profession is there more scope for individual 


effort. The profession is particularly fitted 


to the abilities of women. A man who s 
the culture combined with the executive 
ability and the necessary technical know!l- 
edge, together with a nice eye for detail 
and the element of personal magnetism 
required to deal with his staff and tthe 
public, has a broad future before him, and 
is not content to work for a corporation, 
but branches out for himself. In other 
words, there is more money to be made 
elsewhere. A woman’s sphere is more lim- 
ited, and she rarely goes into business for 
herself. 

“The modern Hbrary idea is eminently 
educational, and the librarian has even a 
wider field than the teacher, and she can 
reach all ripe 

“In this day of library training schools, 
there is no excuse for inefficient assist- 
ants, as formally. The library schools at 
Albany, N. Y., Pratt institute, Brooklyn, 
Drexel institute, Philadelphia, and Armour 
institute, Chicago, are now turning out 
graduates well equipped in all the clerical 
requisites necessary to the successful con- 
duct of a large modern library. Cata- 
loguing, shelf-listing, classification, bibliog- 
raphy, typewriting, printing and every 
branch of skilled training for library pur- 
poses, is taught at these schools, and so 
high is the standard that a diploma from 
any of these training echools is a passport 
to a good position. I am making earnest 
efforts to induce the trustees of the Geor- 
gia Normal and Industrial college to add 
a library training school to the curriculum 
of the Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 


ege. 

"The National Association of Librarians 
is a fine organization, and numbers about 
700 members, fully two-thirds of which 
are women. When the association was or- 
ganized in 1876, of the 103 members, only 
thirteen were women. 

“The old-fashioned idea that a librarian 
was a fossil or a book worm is out of date. 
The modern librarian is a levél-headed busi- 
ness Woman, as well as a literary adviser. 
She must be as versatile: as a woman, as 
strong as a man, as wise as a serpent 
and as wily as a diplomat, 

“There still lingers in the mind of |. the 
general public a popular prejudice to the 
effect that a librarian’s chief occupation 


] is reading novels! The details of library 


work are little known to the average 
reader who only. appreciates the library 
‘through the medium of the delivery desk, 
who regards the duty of the librarian as 
purely mechanical in taking the book from 
its proper shelf and charging it out to the 
reader—very simple!.Yet to follow the his- 
tory of each book that comes into the 
library will give some idea of the manifold 
duties of the librarian of the average small 
library. Before the book is even bought the 
librarian must know of its existence, its 
desirabilities, scope, etc., through the me- 
dium of the publisher’s advance notices, 
trade journals, etc., at least six months 
before the public demands it. A thorough 
knowledge of the book market enables her 
to select such books’ as the taste of 
the members warrants. After a list of good 
books is obtained—a limited book appro- 
priation (which we have with us always) 
necessitates cutting the list of good books 
until it becomes a list of the best books. A 
duplicate of this list is then sent to the 
bookman. When the new books arrive the 
invoice must be .checked with the list or- 
dered and with the books themselves. The 
books are then labeled and stamped and 
the book plate pasted in. The book is then 
entered in the accessive catalogue which 
gives the title, author, imprint, size, num- 
ber of volumes, price and of whom bought. 
The book is next classified, shelf-listed and 
covered. If a card catalogue is used the 
proper cards are prepared, some books re- 
quiring as many as six entries. A printed 
list is always desirable and this means 
copies of the list for the bulletin or the 
daily papers. Not even then is the libra- 
rian’s work finished. Owing to the inferior 
binding of the popular fiction of today a 
few issues reduces the pretty muslin vol- 
umes to a dilapidated condition, and into 
the hands of the binder it comes sooner or 
later. This means more entries. The ac- 
cession and catalogue numbers are entered 
and when the book returns from the binder 
in its rejuvenated condition, it must g0 
through the same initiation as the new 
book in the way of labels, book plates and 
issue slips. Not even now may the librarian 
rest. The leaves begin to drop out, the 
back comes off, a complete dismemberment 
ensues and the book is condemned. The 
name, title, author, imprint and date are 
transferred to the ledger for discarded vol- 
umes, from which is checked the list to be 
replaced from the bookseller. This is the 
history of -one volume, and when it runs 
into the thousands one sees the amount of 
work entailed. This, however, is only one 
item. The selection of new books, the neo- 
essary reading to keep up on current events, 
the housekeeping, the issue of books, the 
arswering of queries, both orally and by 
correspondence, the service due the pub- 
lic, the affable attention to all visitors, the 
demands made on one’s time, patience and 
brains, and above all; the responsibilities 
and discharge of manifold duties makes the 
position of librarian anything but the ro- 
seate sinecure which exists only in the 
imagination of the public. 

“In a brief way I have tried to outline 
for you the duties of. the librarian. e 
work which she accomplishes outside 
of this routine is the work after all of the 
librarian proper. The librarian of today is 
not content with the accomplishment of 
certain details, but is ever widening her 
work and usefulness. The good which she 
is able to do in a community is of the un- 
obtrusive kind, but is well paid for in the 
gratitude of the members, from the busy 
professional man who wants the back file 
of the local newspaper to the school boy 
the success of whose debate hangs on the 
information he can obtain from the library. 

“I predict great advancement in develop- 
ment of library life in the south in_ the 
next few years. The modern library idea 
is abroad in the land and the opening of 
this field of work means among other £¢ 
results employment to many.asemen of a 
congenial kind and well fitted to the abili- 
ties God has given to them.”’ 


Otber Papers Read. 

It would be impossible to even particu- 
lafize the many excellent points through- 
out and discussed in the papers read yes- 
terday afternoon. They were instructive 
and scientific, none creating deeper interest 
than that of Dr. Edith Jewel. a woman 
dentist of Washington, D. C., and read by 

The brilliant paper of Dr. Kate Collins 


Miss Evarhart, one of-the most talented 
local artists in the city, told many in- 
teresting incidents pertaining to American 
women artists and her paper indicated 
knowledge and love of the profession. 

Miss Sergeant, who was to have discussed 
women as teachers, was unable to be pres- 
ent on account of her many school duties 
at this particular time of the year. Mrs. 
Sheridan, who was to have spoken on 
music, was unavoidably absent. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton Douglas taiked of women in fhe law 
and related many entertaining incidents of 
her experience while studying law in a 
class with several hundred men. She re- 
ferred to the fact that though women had 
made no efforts to study law in the schools 
of Atianta, there was no rule of the con- 
stitution prohibiting it. In regard to the 
positions held by many, and those most 
lucrative, Mrs. Douglas humorously re- 
ferred to yesterday being Queen Victoria’s 
jubilee and that she had the best “‘job” of 
any living woman. 

No paper read was of more practical in- 
terest than that of Mrs. Annie T. Wise, 
principal of the business department of the 
Girls’ High school. Her paper dealt 
especially with the subject of the ‘Woman 
Clerk,’’ one vitally important in this day 
of woman’s occupations embodied in that 
term. Her paper presented the force of 
concentration and brevity and will be pub- 
lished later. 

At the conclusion of the regular pro- 
gramme of entertainment a chorus from 
the music section under the leadership 
of Miss Romare, sang in honor of the 
greatest woman ruler, celebrating her jubi- 
lee across the seas, “God Gave the Queen.” 


Business *Side of the Meeting. 


Mrs. Ottley has the capacity of render- 
ing the business side of her meetings as 
interesting as the regularly arranged pro- 
grammes, and the way she disposed of 
many important matters yesterday was 
more than entertaining. The coming elec- 
tion fo occur June l4th was’ referred to 
and chairmen of sections requested to meet 
and select their delegates for the appraach- 
ing nominating convention to precede the 
election. 

A letter was read from the popular state 
secretary ammouncing the coming field day, 
June 19th, end urging the presence of all 
club women on that gala occasion. Com- 
munications were read from Mr. Charles 
Davis, of Warm Springs, announcing spe- 
cial rates for the club women and special 
rates on the railroads. It is estimated that 
five hundred women may be present on this 
occasion. 

Mrs. Ottley referred to the coming library 
meeting to occur March 3lst, at which the 
library committee of the State Federation 
will be present and have united with them 
in mutual interest the librarians of the 
principal libraries in the state. She read 
an invitation to the club women from the 
directors of the Young Men's Library for 
the evening of Monday, 3ist, when they 
will entertain at a reception at the library. 


An Important Feature. 


An important feature of yesterday's 
meeting was a petition read by Mrs: Ottley 
and to be signed by the women of the 
federation. It is a formal appeal to the 
board of trustees of the State university 
of Georgia, to open that institution to wo- 
men. The question has been one forcibly 
agitated by the women of the federation 
Since its organization, and the petition 
deals with the eligibility of women to 
share in the rights, privileges and honors 
of the university. When presented to the 
board of trustees it will be over the signa- 
ture of the distinguished and representa- 
tive women of the state. 


After the reading of various reports from 
Officers of the club, Mrs. James Jackson, 
chairman of the advertising department, 
read a list of the business firms advertis- 
ing in the club rooms.

700 MUCH DRILLING] 


The Recorder Was Annoyed by ‘eta 
Asking To Be Excused. 


SAYS THE COURT 1S PARAMOUNT 


Chief Connolly Says That the Men 
Were’ Merely Practicing for the 


General Inspection. 


The recorder, while holding court yester- . 


day afternoon, had occasion to make some 
remarks about the drilling of the police- 
men. 

During the session of the court three or 
four policemen asked that their’cases be 
given an early hearing so they could g0 
to the drill. 

The recorder accommodated the patrol- 
men as well as he could until finally he 
decided to caH a halkt and said to the 
officer: 

“I must insist wpon this court being para- 
mount to the drills. Drilling is all right, 
but it shall net interfere with this court. 
The officers have given me no little trowble 
by asking to be excused on account of or- 
ders to go to the practice drills. It has 
been drill, drill, drill until it looks as if 
it is about to break up this department of 
the police government.” 

“But we are ordered to go to the drills 
by the captains,’’ replied an officer who 
had asked to be excuSed. 

“The captains have no right to give you 
any order which will interfere with your 
cases in this court,” said the recorder. 
“When cases are made they must be tried, 
and it is not just to the parties under ar- 
rest to appear here and have the prosecut- 
ing officer absent. It means either an ac- 
quittal for the want of prosecution or an 
indefinite postponement. If it continues, 
it may be necessary for me to make a 
special report to the city council; which I 
will do.”’ 

The recorder’s remarks were regarded as 
something of a sensation by the. officers 
present. 

Chief Connolly was seen and told what 
the recorder had said, and the chief ex- 


pressed himself as very much surprised 


that any such complaint should have been 
In speaking of the matter, he said: 
“I have not been officially informed that 
any policeman had been excused from the 
court on account of the drilling. And I 
have had no intimation of the fact that 
the patrolmen have been asking to be ex- 
cused. We have had but two battalion 
drills and there will be no more of them. 
These were had on account of the approach- 
ing general inspection. There will be no 
more drills of any kind after May 26th, 
except target practice. I am sorry that the 
recorder had occasion to express himself 
as he did, but it was not with my instruc- 
tions that any police officer requested any 
favor of the court on account of the drills.” 


RICHARD JONES IS INNOCENT 


Justice Foute So Decided Yesterday 


Morning. 

Richard Jones. who is a brother of Bill 
Jones, the “Swamp Fox,’”’ was acquitted 
yesterday morning before Justice -Foute of 
the charge of assault. He was arrested a 
few days ago on a warrant sworn out by 
A. H. A. Borowsky, who charged that the 


old man had assaulted little Mary Rorow- } 
sky, who lives with her parents at 324 | 


Simpson street. 

It developed at the trial that Jones was 
only drinking at the time the assault is al- 
leged to have been committed. He was 
sitting om the sidewalk when little Mary 
came along. He called to her and offered 
her some money. When she tried to take 
it he jerked away his hand, and the two 
were having a little innocent amusement 
in this way. 

Some neighbors of the Borowsky’s, who 
happened to be passing at the time, saw 
what was occurring and misconstrued it. 
They reported the matter to Berowsky and 
he swore out the warrant. After hearing 
all of the evidence yesterday Justice Foute 
decided that it was not sufficient to con- 
vict and dismissed the warrant. 


HIS SIN FOUND HIM OUT. 


Jim Wright, Charged with Cheafing 
and Swindling, Is in Jail. 

Jim Wright was bound over to the city 
criminal court by Justice Foute yesterday 
on the charge of cheating and swindling. 
The prosecutor In the case is E. B. Ewing, 
who {ts proprietor of a furniture house on 
Decatur street. 

He charges that in the latter part of 
189 he sold Wright $75 worth of furniture 
on the installment plan, and in the first 
part of 18% Wright sold it toa negro woman 
for $25. He then Ieft town and was not 
heard of again until a few days ago, when 
it- was discovered that he was near At- 
lanta. 

A warrant was sworn out and given to 
an officer who succeeded in arresting the 
negro. After hearing all of the evidence 
yesterday Justice Foute decided that it 
was enough to convict and placed the bond 
of the negro at $100, which he failed to 
make. 


C. C. JOHNSON IN JAIL AGAIN 


This Time, However, He Is Charged 
with Larceny and Not Murder. 
Cc. C. Johnson, the negro who was re- 

cently tried in the superior court and ac- 
quitted for the murder of Baker Bass, was 
brought before Justice Landrum yesterday 
morning, having been charged with larceny 
from the house by Mr. J. F. Gullatt, who 
has a grocery store on Decatur street. 

Tt is charged that Johnson stole a can 
of lard from the store a few days ago: He 
waived the preliminary hearing in his case 
and was committed to jail in default of a 
$100 bond. The case will be called at the 
next term of the city criminal court.

Judge Newman Will Dispose of Only 
the Jail Cases. 
‘The United States court was convened 
yesterday morning by Marshal Duniap 
and by a special order from Judge New- 
man, issued from New Orleans. the court 
was adjourned until June 7th. :

MANY BUILDINGS 
ARE GOING UP 


Atlanta Seems To Be Enjoying a Steady 
Building - Boom. 


THE RECORD WILL BE BROKEN 


Inspector Says One House Is Being 
Finished Every Day. 


MORE MONEY BEING INVESTED THAN EVER 


Commercial, Austell, Markham Block 
and Jail Building Enlarge the 
Figures—Inspector Talks. 


Building Inspector Pittman is kept husy 
these days granting permits for new resi- 
dences and business blocks all over the 
city. For the last few days he has had to 
employ an assistant in order to keep up 
‘vith his work. 

Mr. Pittman states that an average of 
one house a day is being completed in At- 
lanta. This is a remarkable record, con- 
sidering the financiaJ stringency. through 
which the city is passing. 

About three hundred and sixty houses 
were completed last year within the city 
limits. Some of them were residences. The 
building boom which seems to have struck 
the city is not temporary, and it is prob- 
able that the building this year will be 
greater than ever before. 

The inspector says that the total build- 
ing this year will greatly exceed that of 
last year, or, in fact, any year in the 
city’s history, from a dollar and cents 
standpoint. In other words. more money is 
being invested in buildings now than ever 
before, 

Residences All Over the City. 

New residences are going up all over the 
city. The main building is going on with- 
in a radius of a mile from the center of the 
city in every direction. Many of the struc- 
tures are of elegant design, and will cost 
good sums of money. The average for 
every residence so far is $1,200. 

The business blocks on the Markham 
house site, the Commercial and Austell 
help to swell 
the figures. 

As soon as some negotiations which are 
now pending are compieted. the Venable 
building will go up on the old capitol site, 
at the corner of Forsyth and Marietta 
streets. This will be erected of solid gran- 
ite and will be one of the most magnificent 
Sky scrapers in the south. 

It is generally conceded that Atlagta has 
never seen so mucn improvement in this 
direction in her history. The year 1891 was 
a@ record breaker in new buildings, but 1397 
promises to eclipse that period. 

These facts are conyincing arguments of 
the steaay growth of the‘city and bespeaks 
her future prosperity. “The recent failurés 


of several institutions seem not to have re- 
tarded in the least Atlanta’s growth of the 


city. 
Real Estate Looking Up. 

The real estate men.also have cause for 
great encouragement for the stimulus in

There have been s@veral large transfers 
within the last few weeks, and prices are 
looking up, particularly in the center of 
the city. 

Suburban property, however, is still rath-
